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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see remarks, filed June 30, 2003, with respect to 
the rejection(s)of claim(s) 3,4,12,13,21 and 22 under 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph, and claims 1,2,5,6 and 9 under 35 USC 102(e) and claims 10,11,14- 
20,23-25 and 27 under the same have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. However, upon further 
consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of the new claims 50 
and 53, see below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

3. Claims 50 and 53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Knox, U.S. Patent No. 6,212,359, previously used in view of 
Inoue, U.S. Patent No. 5,195,134, newly discovered. 

Regarding claim 50, Knox discloses a transmitting method comprising: 
multiplexing audio digital data of a plurality of audio broadcasts and digital 

data for an information screen corresponding to a transmitted audio (col. 4,lines 

1-15) and transmitting the multiplexed signal (col. 4,lines 22-33). 
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Knox fails to disclose inserting an identification signal that represents a 
start position and an end position of a music title in audio digital data of an audio 
broadcast. 

In a similar field of endeavor, Inoue discloses inserting an identification 
signal that represents a start position and an end position of a music title in audio 
digital data of an audio broadcast; and transmitting the multiplexed signal (col. 
5,line 40 to col. 6,line 37). 

At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one ordinary 
skill in the art to modify Knox to include start and end signals when transmitting 
the multiplexed audio and digital data for the purpose of recording or 
downloading said data such that a specific segment can be identified. 

Regarding claim 53, Knox discloses a transmitting method comprising: 

multiplexing audio digital data of a plurality of audio broadcasts, digital 
data for an information screen corresponding to a transmitted audio broadcast 
and download audio data compressed in a predetermined compressing format 
(col. 4, lines 1-15). 

In a similar field of endeavor, Inoue discloses inserting identification data 
that represents a start position and an end position in the download audio data 
(col. 5,line 40 to col. 6,line 37). 

At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one ordinary 
skill in the art to modify Knox to include start and end signals when transmitting 
the multiplexed audio and digital data for the purpose of recording or 
downloading said data such that a specific segment can be identified.
